In seeking a cause for this wide 
variation, I am told that the lateral 
roads, and in fact all of the roads 
with the exception of the state paved 
highways, are in the worst condition 
they 
have 
been 
in 
several 
years. 
Some of them are so bad that it is 
impossible for the milk trucks to get 
thru. 
Transportation is just as much a 
part 
of the milk 
business as are 
good cows, good dairymen, or good 
pasturage. 
Regular 
deliveries 
are 
essential, low price hauling is also 
essential—both 
are 
dependent 
upon 
good, all-weather roads. 
Right now our company could use 
an additional 1000 gallons of milk 
at the manufacturing plant to a very 
good advantage. 
There is a lively 
market for milk jvowder and Ameri­ 
can cheese.
